It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

However, the claim 
limitation "said at least one polyurethane foam at least partially surrounds said at least one polyurethane gel" as 
oposed to "said at least one polyurethane gel at least partially surrounds said at least one polyurethane foam" sets 
forth claimed embodiments which would require new search and/or consideration of the claims and/or would raise new 
issues for consideration under 35 USC 112 and/or as to meaning of claim terms. Further, entry of such amendments 
together would not reduce issues for appeal. Examiner contended that arguments in proposed reply do not appear to 
overcome the instantly held rejections. . 
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
